today upheld the death sen- 
tences of Clarence Norris 
and Hej'ward Patterson, ne- 
gro defendants in the Scotts- 
boro case and set their date 
of 
execution for 
Friday, 


August 21. 
In the case of Heywood Patter- 
son, the supreme court granted the 
motion of Attorney General Thom- 
as K. Knight, Jr., and struck from 
the records, the bill of exceptions 
in the case, which contained all 
testimony prer*nted in the lower 
courts. 
With the bill of exceptions strlck. 
en, the. supreme court was restrict- 
ed solely to the court records and 
was unable to consider the merits 


i of the case. 
In the Norris case, Associate 
Justice Lucien D. Garner overruled 
the contention of defense counsel 
that negroes had been systematic- 
ally excluded from the jury. 
"Wo are of the opinion the proof 
Clearly shows," 
Justice Gardner 
said, "that the jury commissioners 
did fairly and honestly endeavor- 
ed to discharge their duty, and 
did not in fact discriminate against 
the negro race in the selection of 
the jury list, and that no provision 
of the federal 
constitution 
has 
lieen infgringed." 
The negroes, two of the original 


nine defendants in the Scottsboro 
case, were convicted of attacking 
Victoria Price, young white wom-

Knowing ancient Jewish history. 
At a dinner table the other eve- 
ning a college graduate, daugh- 
ter of a clergyman, used 
the 
phrase, "To your tents, O Israel," 
but she said she had no Idea. of 
the origin of the phrase. How 
may anybody claim to be convers- 
ant with literature who Is not 
familiar 
with the great utter- 
ances and events of the Old Tes- 
tament? 


•Again, the average person is 
nowadays having to give heed to 
the sudden and dramatic changes 
In contemporary 
national 
life, 
the world around. Striking his- 
torical precedents are to be found 
IQ. the annals' of the Jews who 
may be called history's labora- 
tory nation. All the principles 
that should guide the world to- 
day, in a baffling crisis, are set 
forth explicitly in these Hebrew 
historical records 
and in 
the 
Strangely modern Hebrew proph- 
ecies. 
:Out of the earth of Palestine 
and Syria and Mesopotamia are 
being dug today sensational cor- 
robbratlons 'of Jewish history. No- 
body is equipped to understand 
the real meaning of these re- 
markable discoveries who is not 
fortified by at least a general 
knowledge of the Old Testament 
record; which has been rescued 
from what many persons regard- 
ed as a story-book realm, and 
made to live anew with dates, 
persons and places Identified. 
A-Travel We Shall Go. 
So there is opportuneness and 
special Interest in the fact that 
for the ensuing three months the. 
International Sunday school les- 
•ons deal with the Prophets and 
Kings of Israel. Intensively, the 
Holy Land will be put afresh on 
the map of millions of minds.

-Impetus will be given to the truth 
which many secular editors • «• 
citing; namely, that "what the 
world needs today Is a revival of 
the old Sunday School virtues. 
The way out for muddled man- 


articulate, and the masses aban- 
don the representatives of the old 
system. 
When I first returned 
trom six 
months spent amidst 
Russia's revolution I warned men 
In responsible places — although 
my words went unheaded — that 
Russia 
had 
taught the whole 
world that the masses could as- 
sume power anywhere whenever 
they pleased. Since then, that 
warning has proved true In half 
a dozen nations. 
This Old Testament story of 
the split that permanently divided 
the Jewish nation is fraught with i 
monitions to our time. Autocracy, I 
oppression, arrogance cannot per- 
manently survive. The welfare of 
the whole people must become 
Ore concern of all. 
Solomon had been \succeeded by 
his son Rehoboam, to whom the 
people appealed for surcease from 
their 
over-heavy 
burdens. He, 
foolishly, heeded the counsel of 
his boon companions, and told the 
petitioners that bis reign would 
be heavier upon them than his 
father's. Thereupon rose the cry, 
"To your tents, O Israel!" and 
the ten northern tribes departed 
at once and 
forever from the 
sway of Solomon's son, rallying 
to the standard of the returned 
exile, Jeroboam. 
Alas, Jeroboam was not equal 
to his opportunity. He had sense 
enough to know that the religious 
motive is the strongest in a na- | 
ton's Ife; but he had not sense 
enough to see that his people's 
fate was bound up In loyalty to 
Jehovah. Therefore he "modern- 
ized" relgious worship, after the 
fashion of his neighbors, and set 
up idols; so that he has come 
down in history tagged as "Jero- 
boam, who made Isreal to sin." 
What a horrible heritage of in- 
famy! 


AGED SAN SABA MAN 
GIVEN CREDIT FOR 
CULTURE OF PECAN 


SAN 
SABA, June 
26.—(IP}— 
When 
a. 
frisky 
squirrel 
seeks 
shade on a swinging branch and 
watches green pecans take shape 
it owes thanks for the prospect 
of a winter's food supply to a 
Texas pecan wizard—an old man 
at San Saba who Is known as the 
father of pecan culture. 
E. E. Rlslen, 81-year-old native 
of England, was the first man 
ever to top-work a pecan tree and 
from this experiment, pecan ex- 
perts say the soft-shelled pecan 


industry evolved. 
According to Mr. Rlslen, who Is 


planning to attend 
the 
Texas 


P&can Growers' association con- 
vention, 
July . 10, 11 and 12 at 
Stephenvllle, users of pecans to- 
day do not realize that a co- 
partively short time ago—the life- 
time of an 81-year-old man—pe- 
cans we.re knotty, hard-shell nuts 
that tested even the sharp-teeth 
of a squirrel. 


Behind the change Is a story 


of hard work, laborious experi- 
mentation, loss of money, dismal 
failure—and finally success. 


Mr. Rlsien, however, does not 
look upon it as success. He and 
his wife, also a native of Eng- 
land and his faithful helper in all 
of his work, still devote their full 
time to pecan improvement and 
the latest Rlsien creation, the John 
Garner pecan, Is being heralded 
by experts as the outstanding ac- 


complishment In the pecan Indus- 
try In recent years. 
Came to America Early 
Born In 1853, at 
Deal, Kent, 
England, Mr. Rlsien came to the 
United States before he was 21 
years old. He settled at San Saba 
in 1876, and Immediately became 
interested In pecan work. In a 
letter written 20 years after he 
left England to » customer in 
New South Wales, Mr. Rlslen told 
why he became interested In pe- 
cans. 
"When I saw 
the 
luxuriant 


growth of pecan trees near San 
Saba I knew that some day when 
the country settled up It would 
be a big thing to take In hand. I 
am now beginning to realize my 
ideals. Instead of people destroy- 
ing the pecan trees as they used 
to they are taking care of them 
in their primitive way. 
"From the fact that I had never 


Keen two pecan nuts alike was a 
distinct proof that there was a 
lifetime of profitable study for 
any one who had a turn to de- 
velop this branch of horticulture, 
among 
the 
thousands of trees 
here." 


Mother of All Pecan* 
On a spot of land near San 
Saba where the San Saba and 
Colorado rivers unite, stands a 
massive pecan tree more than 200 
years old. It Is the mother tree 
of all the Rislen pecan creations. 
Mr. Rislen top-worked the tree in 
3881, taking buds from 
It and 


grafting them on two other native 
trees. So far as Is known this 
was the first top work on a pecan 
tree. 


In order to preserve this mother 


tree, Mr. Risien bought the 320- 
acre tract on which It stands. 


The pecan industry started with 
civilization In the western part 


of Texas. When the veteran pe- 
can man started climbing trees 
near San Saba the country was 
wild. He said there were no bar- 
bed-wire fences in that section, no 
telephone or 
telegraph 
and 
no 
railroads. Pecans were taken to 
town in ox wagons. Frequently 
deer, turkey 
and 
buffalo meat 


were taken along and peddled In 
town. A fancy deer ham some- 
times sold for 50 cents. 


Work Pursued Patiently 
Planting, budding and breeding 


were 
pursued 
patiently 
by 
the 


pioneer rxperimentor but develop- 
ment was slow. Notwithstanding, 
ho saw knotty, hard-shell pecans 
gradually 
turn 
into something 
else. 


In 1893, Mr. Risien prepared a 
number 
of "grape nuts," large 


bunches of pecans strung togeth- 
er like bunches of grapes, and 
placed them on exhibit at the 


world'* fair in Chicago. During 
the fair 
someone 
forged 
Mr. 
Rislen's 
name 
and 
took 
the 
"grape nuts." They have never 
been recovered. 
Work 
of 
the 
pecan wizard, 
though the 81-year-old man says 
It is not finished, has not gone 
without recognition. He haa sold 
pecans In practically every nation 
of the world. In March, 1981, the 
Texas legislature passed a resolu- 
tion honoring Mr. Risien for bli 
work. 
In July, 1932, the Texas Pecan 


Growers' association awarded him 
the gold medal for his creatlona 
and in December of the sains 
year, a variety of the Rlslen pe- 
cans won the John N. Garner 
prize for the finest unnamed not 
in Texas. This pecan bears the 
name of the vice-president.

The Queer, 
of Shaba, whose capital was re- 
cently reported as 
rediscovered, 


and whose realm Is now being 
conquered by King Ibn Saoud, of 
Arabia, was only one of his 'af- 
fairs." Anybody who thinks that 
personal morality has nothing to 
do with national morality has 
only to read this record. His de- 
votion to his heathen wives so 
subjected Solomon to their relig- 
ious influence 
that he departed 
from 
the worship of 
Jehovah, 
and turned to Idolatry. Whereupon 
the Lord warned him that his 
kingdom would be rent from him. 
"Look for the woman" says the 
cynical French proverb. It is a 
profound truth, attested by the 
experience of the race, that wo- 
man's influence makes or mars a 
man and affects a nation's fate. 
Woman . is the eternal priestess- 
custodian of the altar fires of 
idealism. 
If women's Ideas are 
cheap, frivolous, carnal and god- 
less, then only a miracle can keep 
the community from being the 
same. It cannot too often be said 
that the strength of our civiliza- 
tion lies in the qualities of our 
women. Israel's collapse may be 
laid largely to the influence of 
the polygamous wives of Solomon 
and his immediate successors. 
Linked with this truth is the 
other, equally clear, that the de- 
cline of religion means the weak- 
ening of national life. Departure 
from the pure worship of Jehovah 
was the direct cause of the doom 
of the Jewish Nation. There is no 
more practical service of patriot- 
Ism possible In our time than the 
inculcation of religious principles 
In the people. 
Our land owes 
more to Its Sunday School teach- 
ers than to Its soldiers. 
An Interview In a Field 
One of Solomon"s efficient sub- 
ordinates was Jeroboam, the sou 
of Nebat, an Ephralmlte. 
One 
day, when he was walking In a 
field outside of Jerusalem—I won- 
der If It was on the high ground 
north of the city, or over beneath 
the olive trees on the Mount of 
Olives—he was met by a prophet 
of Jehovah, 
Ahijah, 
who was 
dressed In a new outer cloak or 
abeyah. 
To the amazement of Jehoboam, 
the prophet tore bis new gar- 
ment into 
twelve 
pieces, and 
handed ten of them to Jeroboam. 
Even down to the days of Aga- 
bus, prophets resorted to this 
sort of symbolism. 
Then Ahijah 


Went on to say that the kingdom 
would be divided, and that Jero- 
boam would become ruler of the 
ten tribes. What an experience!, 
Somehow, the king learned of 
the call of Jeroboam, and sought 
to kill him; but the latter fled to 
the protection of Egypt, as refu- 
gees 
from 
surrounding 
nations 
still do to this day. Later, a Great- 
er than Solomon or Jeroboam was 
to find- a haven of safety In the 
lend of the pharaohs.

AUSTIN, June 27.—(/P)—The Tex- 
a* court of criminal appeals today 
reversed and remanded tha con- 
viction of Sherman Clayton, con- 
victed in Cass county of n-.ufder 
In the "prayer healing" death of 
his daughter. Bernlce, three and 
one-half years old. 
Clayton was sentenced to eight 
years Imprisonment. Reversal was 
ordered because of Improper argu- 
ment of the district attorney to 
the -jury which the trial court re- 
fused to instruct the jury to disre- 
gard. 
The case was a companion to 
that of Paul Oakley, convicted of 
murder in the child's death and 
sentenced to 50 years. Oakley's 
conviction also was reversed. 


The girl died Dnc. 39, 1632. after 
three daye and three nights or 
prayer service In the backwoods 
home of the Claytons. 
Paul Oaklsy, according to state 
witnesses, acted as the "minister" 
in the ceremony. 
Paul Ookley's 
brother, Coy Oakley, also wa* In- 
volved In the case. 
State witnesses quoted Paul Oak- 
ley as saying after the girl's death 
that he had "choked Bernlce to 
death" and that "he thought at 
first God told him to do it, but 
that It had been revealed to him 
later that It was the devil." 
It was brought out in testimony 
that a man's thumbprlnt was on the 
Child's throat and that the left 
Bide of her face and her left leg 
were burned. 
A witness for the 
state testified he saw Paul hold- 
ing the child on the floor with one 
hand on her throat and "churn- 
Ing" her up and down. 
Clayton testified he had faith 
In Paul Oakley's powers to heal, 
that he did not know hp was 
hurting the child and that ha did 
Hot look at Oakley during the min- 
istrations but was shouting and 
praying.Improper Testimony. 
Improper admission of testimony 
caused the court to reverse and 
remand the conviction of Joe Wil- 
liams In Wilberger county on a 
charge of attempting to aid a fel- 
on to escape. 
William* allededly 
irM apprehended in the entrance 
to the jali with six hack saw 
blade* attached to his bark with 
adhesive tape. The appeals court 
ruled Williams was taken before 
„ 'the grand jury without warning 
•nd that evidence developed there 
•ould not be used in the trial.

th<« Valley's 


tomato crop—what is left after a 
52,000.000 crop was harvested and 
sold—Is going to bring another 
*1,000,000 to this section if weath- 
er tmcl market conditions remain 
favorable, a survey of the Valley 
show*. 


This "residue" consists of the 


ripe tomatoes harvested after the 
green wrr.ps were shipped. 


TtiR ripe tomatoes are being can- 
ned or turned into catsup, tomato 
paste and other forms of process- 
ed tomatoes 
at 
eight 
packing 


plants scattered throughout the 
Valley. 
The plants are running 
16 hours a day and employing ap- 
proximately 1,000 persons. 


The payrolls will run close to 


550,000 a month and the output on 
the present scale of production Is 
about 10 carloads a. day. 
Tho canning plants have two 
basis of payment in most instan- 
ces, some pay $10 a ton for the 
tomatoes deliverer at the plant 
ana others pay $0 a ton in the 
field. 


Ten dollars a ton is only a half 
cent a pound in contrast to three 
cents a pound farmers received j 
during the regular season. How- 
ever, this one-half cent a pound, 
in most cases is earned 
from 
plants that have produced a mon- 
ey return this season ranging from 
$7S to $30C an acre. 
Farmers report they have 
re- 


ceived from $20 to $25 an acre 
for these rlpo tomatoes. 
If there are no heavy rams and 
the market for canned tomatoes 
does not dfop most of the plants 
will contlni'" operating until the 
middle of July. 


Women bo Most of work. 
Most of the handling of the to- 
matoes in processing is dene by 
women employes. One plant has 
100 women employes and slightly 
more than 59 men workers. 
The larger plants use approxi- 


mately 60 tons of raw tomatoes a 
day and if the estimate rf 800 
carloads Is reached it will rnfan 
approximately 
$100,000 paid 
to 


farmers for tomatoes and $70,000 
to $90,000 In \yages 


It Is estimated that ISO carlcads 
had been shipped to June 16. with 
a value of $300,000. 
If the goal 


of 500 carloads Is reached it will 
result in about $1,000,000 being 
brought Into the Valley for these 
processed tomatoes.

Dried up crops put 


in silos need at least twice us much 
water applied as normal green 
crops. 
There is little danger of 
setting ton much water on a crop 
put In a trench silo, they said. 


Where the corn acreage and the 


number of livestock do not justify 
the expense of making silage. It is 
suggested that the corn be cut and 
shocked without delay In order to 
Ret the full feed value from the 
entire stalk. 


Lnte Crops Mav Be Planted. 
If the corn crop fails, other late 
cropg such as grain, sorghums, 
cowpeas and Sudan grass mav be 
planted if rain comes within a 
reasonable time. 
In Central and 
South Texas, hegarl, darjo.' spur 
feterita and blackhul kafir are 
the better varieties. 
Shrock and 


darso are probably the beet varie- 
ties for the eastern and southeast- 
ern parts of the state. 
If these 
crops are planted between nOw 
and Aug. 1, or even Sept. 1, they 
may be expected to produce fair 
Tops if conditions nrc favorable.

DETAILS OF PLANE 
CRASH COSTING LIFE 
OF VERNON M'GUYRE 


SPANISH STORY OF DEATH 
R1CHLAND MAN TRANSLAT- 


ED BY LOCAL LINGUIST 


Details of the airplane crash re- 
cently in Agucatal, Olojona, Hon- 
duras, Centra] America, that cost 
the life of Pilot Vemon T. 
Mc- 


(uyrc, were made public here to' 
dav when papers were received by 
:he family, and were translated 
fom Spanish by Miss Christina 
Christie, young people's worker 
of the First Baptist church. 


Mr. MeGuyre, whose home was 


n Richland. was well known in 
aviation 
circles 
In 
Corsicana, 


where he visited many times. He 
was with the 91st Aorial Squadron 
n France during the late World 
War. 
He Ic survived bv his wid- 
ow, one son, his mother, one broth- 
er and two sisters. 


Following are exerpts from the 
Central American 
papers 
giving 


details of the accident: 
"Last evening at 7 p. m., the 


nows spread over the city that In 
the Aguacatal in the jurisdiction 
of Ojojona an airplane of the Taca 
Company had crashed,, as it re 
turned from the destroyed city of 
Ocotepeque, on its way 
to 
this 
metropolis. (Tegucigalpa). 


"The first news came by tele- 
graph from Ojojona and it only in- 
formed us that an airplane had 
fallen from a great altitude In the 
Aguacatal and that the'pilot Mr. 
Vernon T. McGuyre was killed, 
while the passengers * * * were 
seriously hurt. 


"According to the news divulged 


by the Taca Company the accl 
dent occurred 
In 
the 
following 
manner: Shortly after four In the 
afternoon and on its way back to 
Ocotepeque an airplane, Bellanca, 
piloted by Mr. McGuyre, met a 
storm. Because the pilot feared for 
the safety of his passengers he 
trind to make a forced landing in 
an open space in the valley of 
Aguacatal. In fact, he .made the 
landing, but as the wheels touched 
the ground one of them was brok- 
en and the airplane swerved, caus- 
ing the death of the pilot. 


Saved Passengers. 
"According to the news divulged 


concerning this tragedy the aviator 
McGuyre did all he could to save 
his passengers, turning the whee" 
quickly so as to save the plane 
from falling down a huge embank- 
ment and In this way saving his 
passengers but giving 
his own 


life. The body was horribly muti- 
lated and it was at the control 
The airplar.e did not suffer great- 
ly, we are told. Only one of the 
wings and the motor were Injured 
and the company will send at once 
their mechanics to put it In con- 
dition for public servlcfl. 
"The pilot of the airplane was 
Mr. Vernon T. McGuyre, citizen of 
the United States of America, who 
had been living In this capital for 
several months, working as a pilot 
for the Taca Company and dis- 
tinguishing himself by his compet- 
ency 
and 
his 
personal 
charm 


which caused him to be trusted 
by all his passengers. He gradu- 
ated from one of 
the 
aviation 


schools in the United States a few 
years ago and he held an excellent 
record. He was greatly appreciated 
by the officials of the Taca Com- 
pany, where he had been serving 
since he came to Tegucigalpa. His 
body, which was brought back to 
this city, will be enterred in the 
General Cemetery of the city, this 
afternoon."
